“When Belleville was reached the con- 
ductor, accompanied by the brakeman and 
poate porter, came to where I was sitting, 
and the former asked me again to pay my 
fare. I told him I had already done so; 
that my name was on the mileage book as 
its owner, and asked him to show the book 
to the other passengers to prove my asser- 
tions. This he refused to do. The brake- 
man and porter then took my valise and 
overcoat, which were lying on the seat be- 
side me, and threw them onto the depot 
platform. They then came back and with

NOT ONE INCH 


Japan’s Dream of Annexa- 
tion to Be Dispelled. 


PARIS, Feb. 7.— The Russian vars have 
received instruction as to the attitude which 
Russia, England and France intend to take 
on the question raised by the war bétween 
China and Japan. 

It has been decide that China will be asked 
in her own interests as well as in those of 
the civilized world, to open her ports, seeing 
that the present system has led to China’s 
ruin. The powers will wait until China ad- 
mits herself vanquished, and sincerely neso- 
tiates for peace. 

It will then be 1 out to Japan that 
Europe can not ow her to annex an inch 
of the Chinese main land. But the same 
conditionsdo not exist in regard to other an- 
nexations which will be open to discussion. 
There will be no intervention conéerning 
vessels, arms or other booty nor as to the 
war indemnity. This question must be set- 
tled between the combatants. No objection 
will be raised to Japan n certain po- 
sitions as pledges of payment, but no com- 
mercial stipulations to the disadvantage of 
the powers will be permitted. The whole 
world must profit by an opening of ports or 
2828 to penetrate into the interior of 
China. 

Finally the powers will insist that the 
Chinese currency in future is to be on the 
European system, in order to facilitate the 
new foreign loan to which China will be 
obliged tg resort.

The defense is interested in establishing 
that the fractures found in the skull of the 

ead woman were sufficient to have cau 
death without the bullet from Blixt’s revol- 
ver, and it is al established from this 
testimony that the blows administered be- 
fore the shot was fired must have been ter- 
rific. The fractures, according to Dr. Nip- 
pert’s autopsy, penetrated both the bony 
coverings of 4 = skull, and were of about 

equal extent, something like four inches in 
— on both sides of the head. 

The line of cross-examination pursued by 
Mr. Erwin tends altogether to the discred- 
iting of Blixt’s testimony. It was claimed 
in the opening address by the State that, 
according to Blixt’s statements, the buggy 
went over Miss Ging’s body after being 
turned, and in this way the prosecution evi- 
dentl "intends to account for the fractures. 
The defense will introduce testimony tend- 
ing to establish that the w t of four such 
buggies as that driven by Miss Ging that 
night would have produced no such breaks 
in the skull as those shown in the autopsy, 
and to render still more evident the fact that 
she was battered with a heavy weapon be- 

ore being shot. 

Blixt, in his statement, says not a word 
about having struck the young woman be- 
fore shooting her. In fact, he denies this 
absolutely, and therein his story will be 
found in strong conflict with the expert evi- 
dence as to the nature of the injuries. 

It will also be shown by expert witnesses 
that in case of such a fall as that which 
Blixt tells of, the fracturing of both the 
outer and inner plates of the skull could 
not have occurred. So far, the testimony 
already secured as to the appearance of the 
body, the arrangement of the clothing, the 
disposition of the hat and hemorrhage, does 
not corroborate the story of Claus lixt in 
any direction. It shows a wide variance in 
the manner of death, the time at which 
death ensued and in a majority of the details 
included in the murderer’s story.

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With High Hope Negroes Are Leaving 
the South for Mexico. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Feb. 7.— To the 
Land of Liberty for the Black Man,“ was 
the Legend lettered on the sides of the cars, 
which carried the negro emigrants through 
this city bound for Mexico. Their exodus 
marks an epoch in the history of the colored 
race in the cotton States, for if a good re- 
ome is returned by the pioneers, they will 

n be followed by thousands of others 
dissatisfied with their condition in the South. 

The emigrants passed through here over 
the Queen and Crescent Route. The train 
came from Birmingham. These negroes are 
from Alabama, Georgia and Mississippi, all 
going to Mapimi, in the State of Durango, 
‘Mexico, where they have been engaged by 
the Mexican Colonization Co. to raise cotton. 
They were found to be typical country ne- 
groes, many of them never having seen a 
train until they took the train which 
brought them here. 

The train comprised some five or six cars, 
as there were over 350 of the negroes, of all 
sizes and ages, and they presented quite a 
picture as it passed through the country. 

On the sides of each car, printed in large 
box letters, were the words, Mexico, Tial- 
ualilo, Mexico—the Land of Liberty for the 
Black Man.” About the cars were flags 
bearing inscriptions of liberty and freedom, 
while on the end of each car, in large letters, 
was the word “Mexico.” The sight was in- 
teresting when the train pulled up to the 
river, and the negroes all got out and were 
placed in the rear depot. They looked 
abroad over the Mississippi River, and many 
of them began groaning, some weeping, the 
old women crying, saying: De Lord hab 
mussy. Dey told us dat dar wud be no 
boats, and here we is, right ready fur gittin’ 
on the water. De Lord hab mussy!“ 

Mr. Ellis, the general agent in this coun- 
try of the Mexican Colonization Co., said: 

“I have been working for ten years to 
secure a concession from the Mexican Gov- 
ernment for the purpose of locating the 
negroes there, and this is the culmination of 
my .efforts. This is the first shipment. 
Within the next sixty days, or six months at 
least, I hope to move 10,000 of the black 
people to Mexico. They want to go. As 
our train came along from Birmingham 
great crowds gathered along the road, and 
many voices were heard to exclaim: ‘White 
man, when's dat liberty car comin’ through 
here ergin?’ 

“At Tuscaloosa were gathered some 500 
negroes, or more, to see their brethren off. 
Here some 100 or more were taken on the 
cars. We have picked them up all along the 
road, and we will pick up many more of 
them.“ 

Mr. Eins is well known in the South as a 
negro colonist. He is intelligent, a native 
of Cuba, so he says, and has a pleasant ad- 
dress. He explained that the negroes all 
go to Mexico under a contract. The com- 
} pany gives them five acres of ground apiece, 
and gives them half of what they can make 
on all the land they cultivate for the first 
few years. 

“There are no Overseers for them,” he 
said, “but every man is left to work out his 
own’salvation, The country never is blessed 
with rains, but with irrigation the best of 
crops can be made. We have several gins, 
a cotton seed oil mill, stores for supplying 
the negroes, and the wovernment offers 
every protection tothem. They will be given 
opportunities to establish churches, have 
schools, and there is a negro man among the 
number going down this time who will start 
@ newspaper. They will all be left to work 
out their own salvation, with none of the 
hindrances of this country to burden them, 
and with friends who are interested in their 
work. Of course we do not expect to get 
only thanks for this movement. While I 
admit that there is with me a sort of phi- 
lanthropic spirit in the matter, still, with 
land which produces a bale of cotton to the 
acre, and seventy-five bushels of corn, we, 
hope to make something out of the business 
as well as the negro.”’ 

Mr. Ellis explained that all the implements 
needed for the culture of the crops would be 
furnished, and the list of prices paid for 
all the products raised, A long canal sur- 
ro the tract of land, which will be the 
colo known as Tlalualilo, which means 
“Laberty,’’ and water enough to irrigate 
the tract for five years is in the canal. He

SHE FEIGNED PARALYSIS. 


Bxposure in Chicago of a Daring Swind- 
ling Scheme. 


CHICAGO, III., Feb. 7.— Three women, 
who thought they had discovered a Chi- 
cago gold mine, are locked up at the Stan- 
ton Avenue Station. They are Mrs. Mary 
Freeman, aged 40; Fannie Freeman, aged 19, 
and Jennie Freeman, aged 22. The specific 
charge nst the women is that of at- 
tempting to defraud the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific Railway of $2,000,but their 
operations go far beyond that. They have 
traveled over this country, systematically 
defrauding railroads by a deception as diffi- 
cult as successful—except in the last case. 
Learned physicians and sharp-witted claim 
agents have been duped by these women, all 
trained dissemblers, and one a veritable 
stoic. In their operations they have tricked 
some of the shrewdést men in America. 

Their scheme consisted in having one of 
them, a handsome girl, feign paralysis, al- 
leged to be due to a railroad accident, while 
the mother interviewed the officials of the 

alleged to be at fault and figured on a 
liberal settlement. 

They are known to have worked this 
scheme successfully three times on Chicago 
railroad and street car companies. 

On Dec. 4 Mrs. M Freeman went to 
the office of the Rock Island and asserted 
that her daughter, Fannie, had been so 
seriously injured on a Rock Island train 
that paralysis of the legs had followed.
